LONDON, Nov 6.—‘‘Operations were undertaken this mornive 
by the Canadian troops with complete success against the enemy's 
defenses in and around Passchendaele and on the spur northwest 
of the village,”’ says the official dispatch of Field Marshal Haig. 

“The assembling of our rtoops for the attack was carried out 
successfully, At 6 a.m, the assault was launched as arranged. 

‘The enemy had been ordered to hold this important position at 
all costs. Hard fighting took place at a number of points, particu 
larly on the high ground north of the village and for a collection of 
fortified buildings and strong points on Goeberg spur, None the less, 
our troops made steady progress, and at an early hour the village of 
Passchendaele was captured, together with the hamlet of Mossel- 
markt and Goeberg. Before midday all our objectives had been 
gained and a number of prisoners taken. 

‘During the day the weather was unsettled. The rain which fell 
at intervals, improved the visibility, however, and assisted the work 
of our artillery and aireraft, and, combined with valuable observa- 
tion gained by our advance, has enabled our guns to deal effectively 
with the enmey’s batteries and with concentrations of hostile 
infantry.’’

Comptroller Says Nine Months | 
Income Far in Excess of 
Last Year 


* That there has been a great increase 
in the revenue of the city for the pres- 
ent year as compared with last is 
shown by the quarterly report of City 
Comptroller Mitchell. The comptroller 
says: 

“The revenue for the nine months 
of the present year is $528,493.65 as 
compared with $543,829.00 for the 
same period of last year or greater by 
$184,664.55. Taxes collected are 
shown to be $433,204.46 as against 
$229,067.00 last year, or $204,137.46 
more, 

“The expenditures for the period of 
nine months on account of central ad- 
ministration amount to $457,398.10 
compared with $534,132.43 last year, 
or $76,734.33 less, 

“The various departmental expendi- 
tures are being fairly well maintaifled 
within their respective appropriations 
with the exception of the streets de- 
partment, the estimates of which am- 
ounting to $99,597.74 inereased by 
the recent additional allowance by. 
council of $3,500.00 or $103,097.74 in 
all still promise to be insufficient to! 
meet requirements for the balance of 
the current year. 

“Up to 30th September the expendi- 
tures of the department amounted to 
$91,965.71. 

“As far as may be practicable it 
would be desirable that departments 
should endeavor to regulate their ex- 
penditurés on o proportionate monthly 
basis with a view to ensuring that 
thelr appropriations may net be ex- 
jceeded in the aggregate.”

Following the report of the special 
committee appointed at the adjourned 
meeting of the board of trade to re- 
consider the subject of widening the 
basis of taxation in the olty, the board 
of trade at its meeting Tuesday, agreed 
to support proposed tax on bulld- 
ings and improvements at a percentage 
value thereof not to exceed 25 per 
cent, This question will be submit- 
ted to the burgesses in December and 
the board agreed to use its influence to 
secure its passing. : 

The special committee also recom- 
mended the support of the proposed 
business tax equal to the full annual 
rental value of the premises wherein 
business is carried on in the city, but 
on the question being asked the meet- 
ing there was a stumbling-block in the 
shape of considerable opposition. 

This was headed by James Ramsey, 
who contended that it ought to be spe- 
cified how much the assessment might 
be. He pointed out that to pass the 
tax in the present form would place in 
the hands of council the privilege of 
assessing the rental value at any extra- 
ordinary figure, ranging from 6 mills 
to 60, fur the purpose of increasing the 


tax.

Joe Choynski’s Birthday 

Tomorrow will be the fifty-ninth anniversary of the birth of 
Joe Choynski, who in his day was considered the greatest of light 
heavyweights. Joe was born at Sun Francisco on Nov 8, 1868, and 
was less than two years the junior of that other eminent San Fran- 
cisean, James J. Corbett. Joe reached netriy six feet in altitude 
before he stopped growing. He began his ring éareer about thirty 

ears ago, and Corbett, his fellow townsman, was his first opponent. 
t was a bad start, for Jim stopped him*in the first chapter. Joe 
won all of his next few bouts from second-raters, and in 1889 he de- 
cided to tackle Corbett again, They were matched at Fairfax, Cal, 
but the cops broke up the fun; A little later they met at Benicia, 
Cal., famed as the early hore of John Heenan, and Joe travelled 
twenty-eight terrific rounds, but was finally defeated. A month 
or two later Choynski and Corbett mingled In San Francisco, and this 
time Joe was defeated in four rounds. After defeating Frank Me- 
Larney, at Portland, Ore., and several other coast fighters, ChoynsRi 
sailed for Australia, where he whipped several good men, but was 
twice defeated by Joe Goddard. Upon his return to America 
Choynski fought an exhibition with John L, Sulllvan. * After defeat- 
ing several other good men Joe, in 1894, fought a draw with Bob 
Fitzsimmons at Boston. Two years later he defeated Jim Hall, 
but jwas afterward knooked out by Tom Sharkey in San Franciseo 
and by Peter Maher in New York, In 1897 Choynski fought a twen- 
ty-round draw with Jim Jeffries. In hie later battles Joe was 
defeated by Kid McCoy, Kid Carter and Jack O'Brien, but his worst 
defeat was at the hands of the welterweight negro, Joe Walcott, 
in 1900, He avenged himself on the blac® race in 1901, at Gabves- 
ton, by stopping Jaék Johnson. After he retired from the ring about 
fifteen years ago Joe became boxing and physicai instructor of a 
leading athletic club In Pittsburg. 2

Monrve-Maher Battle 

It was on Nov. 7, 1908, that Jack Monroe knocked out Peter 
Maher in the fourth round at Philadelphia. Monroe was then 
claiming the championship, by reason of having stayed four rounds 
with Jeffries the previous year, at Butte, Mont. Monroe's victory 
over Maher was nothing to brag about, as the Irishman was on the 
the down grade and had previously been knocked out by Kid Mce- 
Coy, Gus Ruhlin, Kid Carter, Joe Choynski and George Gardiner, 
Monroe continued so obstreterous in his boasting, however, that 
Jeff consented to a match, and in 1904 the boilermaker knocked 
him out in the second round of a bout at San Francisco, Monroe 
was a native of Chester, Pa., a six-footer, and weighed over 200 
pounds. He began boxing in San Francisco in 1901, and fought a 
twenty-round draw with Hank Griffin, the negro boxer. After his 
defeat by “Jeff he fought several battles in Atlanta, Savannah, 
Ottawa, Ont, and other cities, and made a trip to Australia, but he 
failed utterly to live up to the hopes of those who thought he was 
of championship calibre.

| Open Door Policy and Political In 


STATES AND JAPAN 
HAVE REACHED COMPLETE 
UNITY ON WAR AND CHINA' 


of Oriental Republic Pledged 


| = —fituation in Far East Cleared Two Nations Joined 
Against World's Common Enemy 


Washington, Nov. 6—Japan and 


the Unired States have reached a com- 
plete agreement in regard to China 
and at the same time have arrived at 
a clear nnderstanding o. to military, 
naval and economie cooperation In the 
war against Germany. 

This momen.ous development was 
announced today by Secretary of State 
Lansing, Who made public notes ex- 
changed by him and Viscount Ishii, 
the special Japanese emmissary, re- 
cording an agreement recognizing that 
Japan has a special interest In China, 
but pledging the independence and 
erritoria, integrity o. tne great east- 
ern republic and reaffirming the doc- 
trine of the ‘open door’ for commerce 
and industry, 

In a statement accompanying the 
note, Mr. Lansing said Viscount Is‘ii 
and the members of his mission, now 
on their way home, nad pecformel a 
service of the highest value to tne 
United Sfates as well as to Japan, vy 
clearing away smisunderstand.u,s, 
which, if unchecked, promised to Je- 
veiop a serious situation in the Far 
East. He spoke of an attitude of con- 
straint and doubt fostered by a cam- 
paign of falsehood adroitly and secret- 
ly carried on by the Germans and sai! 
that through the frankness and cordi- 
ality of the Japanese commissioners 
the propaganda of years had been 
undone in a few days. 

Official Statements, 

Until last night when an Associated 
Press cable dispatch from Pekin an- 
nounced that tie vapasnese 
dor there had informed tlhe Chinese 
foreign office of the sigaing of an 
agreement by Secretary Lansing and 
Viscount Ishii, it had not 3*4 known 
generally that the deiicate “ur Far.- 
ern question had been tak2n up a the | 
conference be. ween the commiss.o.ers 
and American officers: 


Following is the state department's 
announcement: 

“On Friday, Noy, 2, 1917, tne sec- 
retary of e.ate and Viscount Ishil, 
the special Japanese ambassador, 
exchanged at the department of 
state the following notes dealing 
with the policy of the United S.ates 
and Japan with regard to China: 
“Department of Staite Washington, 

Nov. 2,°1917, 

“ "Excellency: 

“‘T have the honor to communi- 
cate herein my understanding of the 
agreement reached by us in our re- 
cent conversations touching ques- 
tions of mutual interest to our gov- 
ernments relating to the republic of 
China. 

“In order to silence mischievous 
reports that from time to time have 
been circulated, it is be ieved by us 
that a public announcement once 
more of the desires and intentions 
shared by our two governments with 
regard to China is advisable. 

“*The governments of the United 
States and Japan recognize that ter- 
ritorial propinquity creates special! 
relations between countries, and 
consequently, the government of the 
United States recognizes that Japan 
has special interests in China, par- 
ticularly in the part to which her 
possessions are contiguous. 


Positions Made Clear. 


“*The territorial sovereignty of 
China, nevertheless, rema.ns unim- 
paired and the government of the 
United States has every confidence 
in the repeated assurances of the 
Imperial Japanese government that! 
while geographical position gives 
Japan such special in.erests they 
have no desire to discriminate 
against the trade of other nations 
or to disregard the commercial 
rights heretofore granted by China 
in treaties wi.h other powers, 

“"The governments of the United 

States and Japan deny that they 
have any purpose to infringe in any 
way the independence or territorial 
in.egrity of China and they declare 
furtherinore, that they always ad- 
here to the principle of the so-called 
“Open Door,” or equal opportunity 
for commerce and industry in 
China, 
‘Moreover, they mutual'y declare 
that they are opposed to the ac- 
quisition by any government of any 
special rights or privileges that 
would deny to the subjects or citi- 
zens of any country the full enjoy- 
ment of equal opporiunity in the 
commerce and industry of China. 

“‘T shall be glad to have your 
excellency confirm this understand- 
ing of the agreement reached by 
us. 

“Accept, excellency, the renewed 
assurance of my highest considera- 


tion.

“Viscount Ishii and the, other Jap- 
anese commissioners who are now on 
their way back to their country, have 
nerformed a service to the United 
/States as well as to Japan which is of 
the highest value. 

“There has unquestionably been 
crowing un between the peoples of the 
two countries a feeling of suspicion as 
to the motives inducing the activities 
of the other in the Far East, a ‘eeling| 
which, if unchecked promised to de- 
velop a serious situation, 

Campaign of Valsehood 

“Rumors and repoits of improper 
intentions were increating and were 
more and more beileved Legitimate 
commerc.al and industrial enterprises 
without ulterior motive were presunm- 
ed to have political significance, with 
the result that opposition to those 
tnterprises were aroused in the other)

“The attitude of constraint and 
doubt thus created was fostered and 
encouraged by the campaign of faise- 
hood, which for a long time had been 
edroitly and secretly carried on by 
Germans whose government, as @ part 
of its foreign policy, desired especially | 
to so alienate this country and Japan 
that it would be at the chosen time 
no difficult task to cause a rupture of 
their good relations.” 

After reviewing the highly favorable 
results of the Japanese-American con- 
ferences, Secretary Lansing'’s state- 
ment says:

Navies Are United 

“At the present time it is Inexpedi- 
ent to make public the details of these 
conversations, but it may be eaid that 
this governnient haa heen gratified by 
the assertions of Viscount Ishii and 
his colleagues that their government 
desires to do their part in the sup- 
pression of Pruasian militarism and 
were eager to co-operate in every 
practica. way to thatend, It might be 
added, however, that complete and 
satiefactory understandings upon the 
matter of naval co-operation in the 
Pacific ‘for attaining the common ob- 
ject against Germany and her, allies 
have been reached between the rep- 
roserntative of the Imperial Japanese 
navy, who is attached to the special 
mission of Japan, and the representa- 
tive of the United States navy.”

tions of war, This demand was w'th- 
drawn. The Japanese demands aleo 
provided for the transfer complete to 
Japan of the German lease of Kiao 
Chaou, a pledge not to alienate any 
of the territory of the Shantung prov- 
ince; consent to a Japanese rallwey 
ontng Kiao Chaou with Che Fu or 
ving Kow. and the opening of certain 
treaty ports to be se'ected later 

They also embraced the extension 
of the Port Arthur lease to 99 years 
the right of Japanese to lease or own 
land or work mining concessions tn 
South Manchuria and East Mongo ta 
and that the consent of Japan should 
be obtained before China granted any 
railway concessions, borrowed money 
on taxes or appo!nted adv’s rain Sou h 
Manchuria or Fast Mongolia,
